It does not explain 


in detail. 
It is the kind of state­ 


ments that have been made in the 


past, but it does not inform the cit­ 


izen for what purpose and to whom 


the money has been paid out. 


H o n . “ H e w ” B r a d y has been 


promoted to the responsible posi­ 


tion of license commissioner under 


the department store bill 
in

“ H e w ”

“ practical politicians” who makes 


it his business to see that he has his

T h e only authority under which 


the city has the right to increase its 


bonded 
indebtedness is found in 


section 12, article lo, of the consti­ 


tution. 
A n y step taken in contra­ 


vention of this section is a wrong 


against the taxpayer, and it will 


not be strange if someone proceeds 


in a legal w ay to protect his inter­ 


ests. 
Nor is it at all likely that 


any reputable firm will buy bonds 


that are illegally issued.

and legal w ay by which Sedalia can 


meet her obligations and gradually 


wipe out the debt that hangs over 


her, and citizens without regard to 


party should insist upon the right 


w ay being adopted.

A s the D e m o c r a t understands 


the situation, the city of Sedalia 


owes $37,000 in current revenue 


bonds and something like $25,000 


in floating debts. 
This makes a 


total of about $6 2,000 of expendi­ 


tures over and above the revenue 


the city has collected. 
Every dol­ 


lar of this expenditure above the 


revenue in any year is in contra­ 


vention of the highest law in the 


state— a law made for the protec­ 


tion of the taxpayers. 
This accu­ 


mulation of debts has been going 


on for years ; if this policy is con­ 


tinued 
the taxpayer 
will suffer. 


The law intended for his protec­ 


tion is a dead letter and debts con­ 


tracted in plain violation of law 


are forced upon him by his own 


servants. 
Some of these days, un­ 


less there is a change, there will be 


suits against the city, judgments 


given, 
spècial 
taxes 
levied 
and 


trouble 
all along the line. 
The 


safest course and the wisest policy 


for the city official is to obey the 


law to the letter.

B row n’s ordinances 
for retrenchment in city affairs 
were knocked higher than a comet 
at the meeting of the council last 
night, all of the p rop ositions b eing 
laid up on the tab le. 
Mayor 
Overstreet 
called 
the 
meeting to order at 8 :oS o’clock. 
All the aldermen answered to roll 
call excep t Mr. Porter, who took 
his seat during the reading of the 
minutes. 
A n ordinance p roviding for the 
issuing of 137,000 worth of b onds 
to b e sub mitted to the voters at a 
sp ecial election to b e held August 
8, was ordered read, b ut, on mo­ 
tion of Mr. Hansb erger and sec­ 
onded b y Mr. Dean, the ordinance 
was laid up p n the tab le, b ut not 
until Mr. Kansb erger had made 
some remarks. 
H e stated that he wanted the or­ 
dinance discussed in executive ses­ 
sion or, if it was b rought up in 
op en session, he would exp ose ev­ 
erything. 
He stated that the finance com­ 
mittee had studied the matter care­ 
fully and deemed it wise to act 
up on the ordinance in executive 
session. 
All the memb ers voted that it b e 
tab led, b ut Mr. Brown, and the 
meaning 
of 
Mr. 
Hansb erger’s 
threat to,’’exp ose everything” is a 
matter of conjecture. 
A n ordinance p roviding for the 
leasing and renting of the market 
house stalls at a rate of from $5 for 
the lowest stall to $15 for the high­ 
est, for a p eriod of no less than six 
months, was p assed with a full 
vote of the council. 
A n ordinance p roviding for a 
license of $25 p er year for hucksters 
was read the required numb er of 
times and p assed. 
It will p revent 
them from p eddling their p roduce 
i n the city, excep t at the market 
.square until after 10 o’clock a. m. 
A n ordinance p roviding for the 
^construction of a 5-foot sidewalk 
o n b oth sides of Sixth street, from 
M arvin 
to Center 
streets, 
was 
p assed. 
A n ordinance rep ealing an or­ 
dinance creating the office of city 
detective, was read,and, on motion 
of Mr. Dean, was laid up on the 
tab le, Mr. Brown voting no. 
Mr. Porter said that Detective 
Turner was the second man on the 
force in the numb er of arrests and 
that $500 worth of fines had b een 
assessed against p ersons whom he 
had 
b rought 
b efore 
the p olice 
judge. 
A n ordinance limiting the p olice 
force to six men b esides the mar­ 
shal was read and also laid up on 
the tab le, at the request of Mr. 
Dean. 
Brown voted against the 
action. 
A n ordinance p roviding for a 
license of $5 p er year for b oarding 
house keep ers instead of $10 was, 
on motion of Mr. Ethridge, re­ 
ferred to the ordinance committee. 
M r. Hansb erger stated that he 
didn’t see what good the license 
was so long as they were remitted 
b y the mayor. 
Mayor Overstreet rep lied that he 
had never remitted any license o^ 
b oarding house keep ers. 
“ H aven’t you?” exclaimed the 
rep resentative of the Fourth ward. 
“ No, sir!” rep lied the mayor. 
“ W ha t’s the matter with Dick 
W ilson’s license and Dr. M cClure’s 
license? 
H aven’t they b een remit­ 
ted?” asked Mr. Hansb erger. 
“ N o,” was the answer of Mayor 
Overstreet. 
“ I only gave them 
more time, 
b ut did 
not remit 
them ,” and Mr. Hansb erger sat 
down. 
A resolution to transfer the cem­ 
etery fund of $1,000 to the revenue 
fund was tab led. 
Mr. Ethridge said it was an out­ 
rage for any city the size of Seda- 
iia to rob 
the cemetery of its 
money and that if such action was 


taken 
’twas time to quit.

A p etition for a four-foot walk 
on the north side of Eleventh 
street, from Ohio to Osage, was re­ 
ferred to the street and aiiey com­ 
mittee. 
The p etition for two crossings at 
Fifteenth street and Harrison ave­ 
nue was referred to the street and 
alley committee. 
The p etition to op en an alley b e­ 
tween Third and Fourth streets 
and New York avenue and Center 
street was reterred to the street and 
alley committee and the city engi­ 
neer. 
The claim of a man named S w an­ 
son for $3,000 damages for a fall 
on a defective sidewalk was, on 
motion of Mr. Ethridge, referred 
to the claims committee. 
It was ordered that a defect in 
the street in front of the Avansino 
p rop erty, Fourth and Grand, b e 
rep aired. 
The rep ort of the city treasurer 
for six months was received and 
p laced on file. 
Mr. Hansb erger moved that the 
treasurer p roceed to collect $150 
interest on a sinking fund loan 
held b y the Broadway Christian 
church. 
The b ill of Mr. John Cashman 
for $1 4 .55 for registering $i5,cx>o 
worth of b onds, was allowed. 
It was ordered that the electric 
railway comp any b e instructed to 
p ut the streets of the Northwest 
Sedalia line, which were damaged 
b y the removal of the roadb ed, in 
p rop er condition or forfeit the 
franchise on that route. 
The comp any was also instructed 
to make p rop er rep airs along its 
rails and p avement on Ohio street. 
A resolution to p revent the may­ 
or from remitting licenses was 
p assed, Messrs. Brown and Myer 
voting no. 
Mayor Overstreet flatly denied 
having remitted any licenses say­ 
ing it was a false statement.

This shows that we have col­ 
lected $5,285.9 8 more than we did 
during the p revious six months, 
although it is p resumed that the 
heaviest collections 
are 
always 
made in Novemb er and Decem­ 
b er. 
From this rep ort you will see 
that we have only sp ent on our 
streets and alleys $2,9 76.70, while 
the p revious statement shows an 
exp enditure of $6,216.41, a saving 
in this dep artment of $3,239 71. 
We have cash on hand, $17» * 
829 .54; of this amount $13,487.9 4 
is to the credit of inerest and 
coup on fund, which, unfortunate­ 
ly, can b e used only to p ay interest 
on our indeb tedness. 
Hence your 
coniinittee only levied one-half of 
the usual amount for interest. 
W e made no levy for a sinking 
fund, b ecause in five years from 
)ulv 1st, ’9 7, we have to p ay $23,- 
000 on our b onded indeb tedness. 
We now have loaned on good 
real estate security $17,800, hence 
we have amp le time to collect the 
$7,200 to comp lete the $25,000, due 
in three years. Our levy of eighty- 
ive cents on $100 is the smallest in 
the history of the city.
